Agree With the President and Re- 
publican Party in Their Imperialistic 
Tendencies—Trusts are Really No 
Issue at All. 


Chicago, Aug. 27—General Edward 


S. Bragg, the famous leader of the Iron 
brigade, who ia a guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. H. McOonnell, No. 4417 Ellis avenue, 
.s one of the democratic wheel horses of 
the northwest who are now solid sup- 
porters of McKinley and Roosevelt. 


"I am with McKicley," he said, 


'solely in consequence of the sound- 
money issue. That of itself ia enough 
to gain> him the support of every honest 
man'in the country. The democratic 
party is in a state of decomposition, but 
I have seen very pretty posies grow out 
of repulsive fertilizers. 
For the present 


campaign, however, I am with McKin- 
ley.

"I do not agree with the republican 


phrty at all in its imperialistic tenden- 
cies. I do not thiak it becoming in s 
republic to talk of its 'possessions,' nor 
to 
annex 
any country that

in one eye, bat his martial spirit is higher 
than ever. He cduld not deny that any- 
thing on earth would give him such 
supreme delight as to lead his brigade in 
one more fight. "Turn it and twist it 
as you will'' said he, "the field of battle 
remains the field of glory."

Held Roberts in Check All Day Sunday 


—Was a Bloody Skirmish With 


• Many Casualties. 


London. Aug. 26—[Special Cable- 


gram]— Gen. Koberts reports from Bel- 
fast under Sunday's date that he engaged 
the Boers a greater part of that day 
over an area of thirty miles and was 
stubbornly opposed. The Boers brought 
long toms and pompoms into action and 
the firing was hot and persistent until 
dark.

AT PEKIJJ EXPECT ATT ACK~ 


Large Force of Chinese Said to He Gath- 


ering About the City 


London, Aug. 27— The allied troops 


iu Pekin were a week ago Sunday, the 
date of the latest advices, expecting a 
severe attack from a large boc^y of Bor- 
ers, supposed to be approaching the 
capital from the south. . 


An official dispatch from Taku, under 


date of 
August 23, to the Japanese 


government, states that Chinese infan- 
try, some 9,008 strong, with fifteen 
guns, are advancing forward from Shan- 
tung to make a rear attack on the allies. 


The advices to the Japanese govern- 


ment aleo state that as the Chinese 
troops and Boxers, who had gathered at 
Kan Yuen, were about to attack the for- 
eign forces at Pekin, Japanese and Rus- 
sian cavalry were expected, to encounter 
them on the 20th. 


Two Powers Announce Terms 


and Japan both have made 


known their terms for peace. The for- 


mer. 
demands ' the restoration of the 


status quo and a money indemnity, 
while the latter .insists upon the ap- 
pointment of commissioners acceptable 
to the powere, an expression of regret, 
and' full indemnity. 


- Slsrnal Vengeance Xnceumry 


The Times, in an editorial leader, saye: 
"It certainly *ill be necessary to leave 


in Pekin some signal and, so far ae pos- 
sible, some quite unmistakable sign of 
the vengence • of tne powers and cf the 
defeat and humiliation of the Chinese 
government, mid this sign must be of a 
permanent kind. 


"Unless this precaution is taken the 


ingenuity of the rulers of that empire 
and the credulty of the ruled wi!l speed- 
ily distort the capture of Pekin and the 
flight of the emperor and empreee into 
an episode glorious to tno ocoupaul of 
the dragon throne and his subjects and. 
disgraceful to the foreign devils. 


No declaration of War, 


Washington. Aug. 27 — Aside from an 


official denial that Germany, Russia a d 
Japan have declared war upon China, 
either singly or collectively the interest 
of the day ie the Chinese situation cen- 
tered in Japanese reports that the Chi- 
nese have beseiged or are about to be- 
siege the allied foces in Pekin. . Dis- 
patches received at the Japanese lega- 
tion brought the latest and most au. 
thentic information of conditions in and 
around the Chinese capital. 


In a measure the advices were of a 


disquieting nature as they indicated 
that the Chinese bad rallied their forces 
and were preparing for an attack. If it 
should prove that the allied forces were 
besieged in Pekin it would account for 
the lack of a 3 vices from General Cheffee. 


The foreign .forces are believed to be 


able to take care of themselves againet 
any force of the Chinese likely to be Bent 
against them.

WILL KEEP TROOPS AT AKRON, 


Governor Itagh Fears That Rioting May 


Break Out Afresh. 


Cleveland, 0., Aug. 27.—Governor 


Nash fears there may be more rioting 
at Akron. For that reason troops will 


held there twenty-four hours longer. 


This decision was reached at a confer- 
ence here between the governor and 
Assistant Adjutant General Adams. 
Governor Nash said he should, keep 
the troops on duty until he was abso- 
lutely satisfied that the lawless ele- 
ment would make no further trouble. 


"The ill feelins among the Akron 


citizens who participated in the riots 
seems to be directed especially againsl 
the city officials," sakl the governor. 
"I am afraid that when the lawless ele- 
ment fully realizes that the negro was 
taken into the city and sentenced and 
then taken away again without the!i 
knowing the slightest thing about th« 
matter trouble may arise again. The 
state will protect life and property as 
long as necessary." Speaking concern- 
ing the punishment of the rioters, the 
governor said the state offiqials will 
take no hand in the prosecution. "From 
what I learn," said the gov-ernor, "the 
civil authorities there are capable ol 
taking care of the lawbreakers, and un- 
less they should express to me their 
Inability the state will take no part 
in the matter. The local authorities 
are gathering evidence against those 
persons who were guilty of the rioting 
which culminated in the deaths of In- 
,nocent persons and' the destruction ol 
thousands of dollars' worth- of prop- 
erty."

Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 27.—Lewie 


Peck, who was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary, for life for assaulting little 
Christina Maas and' whose crime pre- 
cipitated the riot and bloodshed at Ak-

:o his recent experience.

•between West End and Amsterdam 
avenues, is called "Cuckoo ^ow," and 
is inhabited by colored people. 
The 


fact that one of their race was in the 
hands of a policeman was all that sev- 
eral of them wanted, and half a dozen 
of them attacked the policeman,' who 
used his club and then drew his re- 
volver. 
By threatening to shoot the 


first man to move he held the mob at 
bay until other policemen came to his 
aid. They arrested George Mayer, also 
colored, who started 
the 
attempted 


rescue. 
Meyer resisted arrest all the 


way to the station and was severely 
handled. 
It is thought the

skull was fractured. All day long the 
police in neighborhoods inhabited by 
colored people were kept busy dispers- 
ing small mobs bent on mischief.

threatened riot.. Tuite and Queenan 
had arrested Charles Presson, colored, 
who had stabbed a white man, Philip 
Kuntzman. After the stabbing Presson 
mingled with a crowd of negroes, who 
were determined he should not be ar- 
rested without a fight. Tuite 
and 


Queenan found him with his friends in 
an unfrequented locality. The police- 
men walked into the crowd and made 
Presson their prisoner. Pre'sson broke 
away from them, but was caught after 
a chase. As the policemen were lead- 
ing the pjisoner to a patrol box tho 
crowd closed in on them. "Out with 
your gun, Queenan," exclaimed Tuite, 
and the two men turned on the threat- 
ening crowd. 
Securing a good grip 


on their prisoner with one hand, they 
leveled their revolvers at the heads of 
the would-be rescuers. "Kill the white 
trash," exclaimed one of the ringlead- 
ers, urging his companions on to the 
rescue.

markets. 


Business knows no sentiment.. 
The 


purchaser, whether Turk, Japanese, 
English or Yankee, will buy where he 
can buy the cheapest. The nation that 
can undersell the rest of the world 
•will control the commerce of the world. 
It is the settled policy of the Repub-

Ancient Stan* Barcouluiffl 
for 
Htirkely

Eight ancient stone sarcophagi ol 


the Etruscan period are about to be 
embarked on a sailing vessel for trans- 
portation from Italy around the Horn 
to San Francisco, that they may be set 
up in the new muse'im of classical art 
and archaeology which Mrs. Phehe A. 
Hearst is organizing for the Univer- 
sity of California. Each sarcophagus 
bears upon its Hit ft reclining human 
figure of life size. On the lower por- 
tion of one sarcophagus is an Etruscan 
inscription of great archaeological in- 
terest, still wonderfully clear, consid- 
ering the long period of time in which 
the stone has been exposed to the ac- 
tion of the elements. On the sides ol 
others are carved strange 
monsters 


and quaint human:.' forms.. With tha 
sarcophagi will come some 
mosaic 


fragments, and the contents 
of 
an 


Etruscan tomb. ' These new acquisi- 
tions will be of great value as illus- 
trations of the Etrueman civilization, 
•which preceded that of Rome in Italy. 
Gratifying success continues to attend 
the excavations, which are being con- 
ducted in Egypt by Mrs. Hearst for the 
enrichment of the archaelogical mu- 
seum of the University of California. 
Dr. George A. Reisner, who is in 
charge of the work, in a letter from El 
Ahaiwah, Egypt, dated June 23, re- 
ports the discovery of a -beautiful ivory 
dish with a hanclls, whose 'design is a 
composition of lotus flowers, two beau- 
tiful fayence Jars, which bear a design 
In black a mixture of lotus flowers and 
nyraphaea caeruldea; a small gold or- 
nament—an Isis'head with a fan-shap- 
ed collar—and a number .of alabaster 
dishes. In an Egyptian burying place 
of still greater antiquity Dr. Reisner's 
native -diggers have unearthed a piece 
which he believes unique—a statue of 
a standing fox, IB Inches long and 7% 
Inches high, with eyes inlaid with lead. 
In the same cemetery have recently 
been found a small hut beautiful gran- 
ite bowl of black and white, a, fine slate 
bowl, a small but exquisite alabaster 
jar, an alabaster cup, a, slate jar, two 
palettes of slate, on in the form of a 
fish, the other in the form of a cow's 
head; and a. forgn number oj beads, 
painted -jars and polished -bowls and 
jars. These Egyptian excavations for 
the University of California are being 
pursued with scientific care in order 
that the work may result not only in. 
the gathering; ol valuable material, but 
in the increase of knowledge concern- 
Ing the life of the ancient Egyptiana.
